Green, the father, came from Dooly 
county, and both their famipies were 
numbered among that great host of 
southerners who found themselves

Both families had owned broad 
acres of land and many slaves. Their 
slaves gone, the land was a liability 
instead of an asset, With no one to 
work it. the family became land-poor 
and they were forced to look to other 
occupations for the necessities of life.

Slept in Mailing Room. 

For ten years Phil Green _ slept 

every night on the tables in the mail- 
ing room. He was going to school in 
the daytime and hadn't the time, 
working on a morning paper, to go 
home to sleep. So, for ten long years, 
the only time he slept at home was 
on Sunday night because, in’ those 
days, the paper did not publish a 
Monday. morning edition. 
He admits that he frequently used 
get sleepy in school and doze over 
his desk, but the teacher knew how 
he was working at night and was nev- 
er hard on him for it, he says. 

When the first stamping machine, 
to stamp the names and addresses of 
the subscribers on their papers in- 
stead of writing them with pen, was 
installed, Phil Green ran it. 

‘Later, when the first linotype ma- 
chine was installed in the composing 
room, he ran that and Saturday he 
recalled how he was -the first man 
south of the Mason and Dixon line 
to operate such a machine and, a lit- 
tle Jater, was the first man to set 
40,000 ems in one night. The night 
he did that, he said, Evan P. How- 
ell, who used to come to the office 
and chat with ‘the boys” nearly 
every night, gave him a new silver 
dollar as u medal of excellence, 

Days of Rival Papers. 


Once upon a time, says Mr. Green, 
before Henry Grady had come to The 
Constitution, there were two morning 
papers, deadly rivals. with offices 
side by side on Broad street, about 
where the Kress store between Ala- 
bama and viaduct now is. One was 
The Constitution and the other was 
The Herald. 

W. A. Hemphill was running The 
Constitution and Henry Grady was 
running The Herald. They were run- 
ning neck and néck for precedence, 
racing each other every night to beat 


each other “on the street,’ and also, 


racing each other to see which could 
keep ahead of the sheriff longest. 

For they were both in desperate 
financial straits. Without moncy and 
unable to borrow any, it was only a 
question of days until one or both 
would have to go under. 

One day, says Mr. Green, Mr. 
Hiemphill found they had no white 
paper for the next morning’s issue. 
He couldn’t borrow money, so he 
pawned his watch. Got $15 for it and 
bought $10 worth of paper and sent 
the other $5 to Mrs. Hemphill, who 
was in Athens. That day Mr. Hemphill 
wrote an announcement for the front 
page, telling the public that The Con- 
stitution was to cease publication. 

Paper Lasts Two Days. 

But the $10 worth of paper was 
sufficient for two days’ run. So he 
held the announcement of the paper's 
death until] the next day, though it 
was already in type, ready for the 
press. While it seemed like an utter 
impossibility, a miracle might happen 
in the intervening 24 hours. It did. 

When, next morning, Mr. Hemphill 
opened his copy of The Herald he

The First elimination contests will 
be held in the individual schools, on 
or before March 24. In practically 
every case a prize is offered to the 
winner of the school contest, either 
through the local bar association or 
some other local organization. 

The next elimination comes when 
the district contests are held on April 
9 or 10. Only winners in the school 
contests are eligible for these. ‘To 
each of the 12 district winners The 
Constitution offers a prize of $15 in 
gold. 

Naming of Winners. 

The 12 district winners will then 
compete in the state finals to be held 
on April 24. Governor Walker will 
preside on this date. The first prize 
winner will receive a prize of $100 in 
gold, and second prize winner $20 ir.

The object of all legislatioa 
looking toward the regulation of 
banks was and should be the same. 
The banks of our modern civilization 


‘claiming attention first were located 


in Amsterdam and Hamburg, created 
to deal only in foreign exchange, »ut 
the earliest example of banks receliv- 
ing deposits and carrying on business 
along modern lines is to be found in 
those private institutions of Venice. 
a great commercial city of the middie 
ages, and the first law upon the sn- 
ject of banking was enacted in 1318. 
Like Georgia’s act of 1919, it provid- 
ed “for better security -for the deposi- 
tors.” 
Protection Given Public. 

“Prior to 1919, the law provided 
very little protection to the public. 
Loans could bé and were made to of- 
ficers and employees and_ to busi- 
nesses in which they were interested, 
with very little limitation upon the 
amount thereof. Loans to friends or 
others could be made with the ‘sky 
the limit.’ The temptation was 
great to loan the funds of the bank 
to themselves or to those who would 
reimburse by way of profit or other- 
wise, the lending officers. The facil- 
ities for the regulation aud examina- 
tion were insufficient and antiquated. 
It was the purpose of the present 
law, and is the purpose of the de 
partment to correct these defects. 

“The law creates the department 
of banking with its executive officer 
the superintendent of banks. It reg- 
ulates the amount of stock of banking 
institutions in localities of varying 
population. It provides the directers 
shall be the managing officers, it pre- 
scribes their duties and liabilities, 
as well as the duties and liabilities 
of its other officers. It limits the 
amount of loans to be made to them- 
selves or to others and provides for 
the security to be taken therefor. It 
regulates the payment of dividends to 
stockholders, as well as disposition 
of the banks’ surplus and earnings. 
It likewise provides the liability of 
the stockholder in case of the failure 
of the bank. Penalties, both civil and 
criminal, for violations of ihe law are 
prescribed. In case of the failure of 
a bank, it prescribes the method of 
liquidation, and 
ment of its obligations. 

Function of Offices. 

“Tnder this law at least one exam- 
ination of the bank is made in each 
six months’ period of the year, or 
two each year, by examiners em- 
ployed by the department. These 
examinations should and do _ dis- 
condition of the bank as 
shown by its books and its assets. 
Liabilities of the officers, directors, 
agents and employees are shown, as 
well as the security behind each 
loan. Loans in excess of ten per 
cent of the capital and surplus of 
the bank, all of which are required 
by law to be secured are likewise set 
out in these examinations. The 
amount owing to depositors, to others 
for borrowed money, the amount of 
notes, cash and other assets belonging 
to the bank are also carried in this 
examination. 

“The managing officers are required 
to disclose the worthless assets of the 
bank to the examiner and this is in- 
corporated in his report. The exam- 
iner inspects those notes of the bank 
in its possession an which have not 
been pledged to secure borrowed 
money, counts its cash, and determines 
whether there is a deficiency in its 
accounts. - A fee, based on the capital, 
surplus and undivided profits of the 
bank, is collected for this examina- 


tion and these fees provide practically 


the only source of revenue for the 
operation of the department. 

“The average small bank has around 
six hundred notes and obligations ow- 
ing it, with the number in the larger 
institutions running into tens of thou- 
sands. Ther are 556 banks and

“If an examiner were to undertake 
to ascertain the validity of each as- 
set in person or by letter, to do so 
would require at least ten days for 
each of the 500 er more banks in the 
state and would require at least a 
hundred examiners and in addition 
thereto destroying confidence. . For- 
geries anid other invalid obligations 
are methods most used to cover up 
irregularities in banking institutions 
and as a bank examiner cannot possi- 
bly be aequainted with every note- 
maker’s signature, and as the re- 
sources of this department will not 
provide for more than 12 examiners, 
it is very apparent that they cannot 
examine this number of banks in the 
time given and interview each note- 
maker and depositor. 

‘To the directors is entrusted by 
the stockholders and by those doing 
business with the bank, its manage- 
ment and care. No department on 
earth could make all the leans of all 
the banks or maintain a credit organ- 
ization to enable it to do so intelli- 
gently. The department, therfeore, 


requires the. directors also, through af 


committee or an authorized auditor, 
to examine its affairs once in each six 
months, count its cash and the like. 
In this way, men acquainted with lo- 
cal conditions, signatures and respop- 
sibility of each borrower, are called 
upon to pass upon the validity and 
genuineness of each asset. 

“In additions to these regular exam- 
inations, the supernitendent may make 
such special examination. as he sees 
fit, but for this service can only col- 
lect $25, to cover expenses, salary, 
board and railroad fare, and in addi- 
tion to these, also four culls are made 
for banks to publish a statenent of 
their assets and liabilities in Jvcal 
newspapers, as well as send statement 
to the department, all of which are 
criticized from the office and snch 
comments mailed te the banks and re- 
quired to be read at the next meeting 
of the directors. 

Requirements of Law. — 

“When a bank fails, the law: re- 
quires that its debts be paid in the 
following order; 

“First—Debts due the state. 

“Second—Debts due towns and oth- 
er political subdivisions of the state. 

“Third—Debts due the federal gov- 
ernment. 

“Fourth—Expenses. 

“Fifth—Trust funds. 

“Sixth—Liens . 

“Serenth—Depositors and other ac- 
counts, 

“Those obligations must be paid out 
of such assets.of the banks 4s are 
turned over to the department. In 
numbers of instances of failed banks, 
the greater portion of and its best as- 
sets are pledged to secure the money 
it has borrowed, sometimes in large 
amounts in desperate efforts to meet 
legal demands of its depositors, The 
creditor is entitled to hold and col: 
lect these assets to pay his debt and 
we have no access to these assets un- 
til such debts are liquiduted. In 
just as many instances debts due the 
state, government, cities and coun- 
ties, which must be paid in full, where 
funds are available, are and were so 
great as to consume the larger portion 
of its assets. Insuch cases hut little 
is available for depositors (‘rom this 
source, Stockholders’ liability is for 
the benefit of depositors only, but 
where the state, county or city is a 
depositor, under the law. this fund is 
first applied to extinguish this lia- 
bility. 

“The department of banking  or-

Of the 280,862 people residing in 
Atlanta at the beginning of 1925, 
214,031, or approximately 79 per cent, 
were born in the state of Georgia. The 
figures, which were compiled by the 
newspaper feature bureau, of W heel- 
ing, W. 
over the 1920 census, as at that time | 
only 152,879 Atlantahs claimed Geor- 
gia as the state of their birth. 


Fixing of Atlanta’s population as 
280.862 at the start of the present 
year was a result of a recent survey 
made by the same organization. 

Of natives of other states residing 
in Atlanta, Alabama claims the largest 
number with 11,628, and closely fol- 
lowed by South Carolina with 11,192. 
and Tennessee, with 5,673. 

Other states which have sent a 
large number of native sons and 
daughters to make up Atlanta’s pop- 
ulation include North Carolina, New 
York, Virginia, Florida, Kentucky, 
Pennsylvania, Ohio, Indiana, Illinois, 
Mississippi and Texas.

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where ampler defense: has not been 
made, 

In edénnection with this it is inter- 
esting to note, Le* was never in com- 
mand outside of Virginia and never 
fought outside his state except north- 
ward in pursuit of the enemy. 

It was in April—in ‘61—he was a 
colonel in the national army on leave 
when he resigned. =4 years of age and 
wearing a moustache, which was still 
dark, with little rrav in his hair. He 
had apparenily from pictures never 
worn a beard and wae at this time 
without one. It is hard as I conjure 
un this young face to disassociate the 
grave, hearded philosophe; type we 
eame to knov later. nor do I find him 
then any less considerate as the enlo- 
nel, when he consciously 1-uts aside 
General Seott’s offer of the command 
of the northern forces and fearlessly 
steps from tire north to the south of 
the Potomae, from the one picture to 
the other. 

South Was Waiting. 

The s6uth was watching and wait- 
ing and while there is plenty of ev:- 
dence that Lee did not hesitate as to 
duty, he wus de:ermined: that each 
step he took, that led him towards the 
great drama, skouid be in eecordance 
with the rights of the people of the 
state. He questioned the wisdom po- 
litically and expressed his belief that 
the politicians north and south had 
not done all they might have done to 
make armed conflict unnecessary. 

The above conditions, quite apart 
from_ all others, assured Lee a com- 
manding position in the councils and 
direction of the affairs and the for- 
tunes of the rising south. And what- 
ever these. beginnings prophesied, his 
subsequent service fully merited. His 
position in the center of the central 
sroup on the great Confederate memo- 
rial is founded in part upon this, his 
own great position, which he with in- 
ordinate mastery seems ever to pre- 
determine. 

The greatness of his abilities, the 
jastice of his position make him the 
idol of his people; he becomes the 
very-heart and soul and mind of the 
south, And I should not only bave 
tnited utterly to have understood the 
eonth, but demonstrated inability to 
understand them had I not placed 
‘we in the center of my composition 
and fitted all my army and generals 
nbout him. But more than that. 1 
even carved his face first and by so 
doing created for myself the standard 
the south has created for itself and 
the stondard fer myself. -and 
my aesistants in our work... It is 
true [ have shown him with a full 
beard, the face of two vears later. 
with searcely a black hair left. The 
colonel is gone; the Lee of history 
has taken his place, commanding the 
destinies of a people. 

Idea in Big Group. 

Jive ealled my grouping the mo- 
Diizing of the Confederate forces, 
hus title: ig to enuble the mind to 
excuse the appearance in the field 
at the ‘Same time of men who were 
never together and branches of the 
army never passing in review. Many 
of our leaders, as with Lee himself. 
did *not appear at the beginning of 
the war as they do here. Again the 
southern forces were never mobilized 
nor demobilized. They assembled in 
<invll groups, went into camp and 
their dis- 
trict or state, but the best traditions 
recognize that the mind assembles 
seciiuries in a single thought, unites 
events and individuals and forgets 
uneventful time. | 

Thus, what the mind demands art 
develops and we here unite on a great 
pian, carved on the mountain vide. 
the southern forces assembled as the 
mind might assemble them. about the 
leader of the self-determining force 
in the south. We are trying to pic- 
fure these leaders as history, freed 
from all possible prejudice incident 
fo struggle itself, will picture them.

RADIO INAUGURAL 
PLANS COMPLETE 
TO REDUCE SHOW 


President Coolidge Goes 
Former Presidents One 
Better As He Sets Broad 
Precedent. 


Washington, D. C., February 21.— 
No imposing parade, no immense 
bodies of troops, no triumphant 
marching clubs wearing ribbon-be- 
decked hats, no distinguished citizens 


from elsewhere in moth-ball odored 
frocks and ancient and modern silk 
hats, no bands of music, no prancing 
drum majors, no civilians riding res- 
urrected but frequently capricious and 
invariably rented livery-stable horses, 
no incessant booming of drum corps, 
no miles of shaky temporary review- 
ing stands will mark the inaugura- 
tion of President Coolidge on Wednes- 
day, March 4 

President Wilson really sounded 
the death knell of the old county-fair 
style inaugurals. Up to tha: time the 
capital was demoralized for a week 
before and a week after the cele- 
bration. So many visitors descended 
upon the city that government em- 
pleyees from cabinet officers to elerks 
were able to do little or no work. 

President Harding fell into step 
with the reform and President Cool- 
idge is going both of them one bet- 
ter. His first reason is that of 
economy, his second, preference for 
simplicity, and third because of a 
strong feeling that he has that next to 
the actual swearing in of the new 
president, the most important thing 
is the inaugural address. 

In the old days the inaugural ad- 
dress was the piece de resistance, al- 
though it took days, weeks, and even 
months through slow methods of trans- 
portation and less highly developed 
newspapers to get it to the people. 
It was thought revolutionary when 
President Harding at the last inaugu- 
ration, by means of loud speakers, 
was heard by a crowd of upwards 
of one hundred thousand persons in 
and around the eapitol grounds.

SHORT WAVE FLD 
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Long Waves Travel Too” 
Close to Surface of 
Earth, Noted Engineer 
Declares. | 


——E—— 
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Cleveland, February 21.—Short ras" 
dio waves soon will hurtle through 
Space much the same as shells pro- 
jected trom long-range, high-angle 
guns, FE. F. W. Alexanderson, radio 
consulting engineer of the General 
Electric company and Radio corpura- 
tion declared in an address Thursday 
night to the American Institute ef 
Electrical Engineers. 

‘These waves will travel in the up- 
per atmosphere and return to the 
earth at great distances, a feat which 
has an important bearing on the fue 
ture of broadcasting,” he said. 

Long radio waves, such as are sent 
out from large broadcasting stations, 
cling close to the earth’s surface, Al- 
exanderson explained. But the short 
waves, traveling in this upper atmos- 

here, are not subject to the ordinary 
aws of absorption. 

“So long as we are working with 
earth-bound waves we must use long 
waves for long distances because the 
earth absorption of thé long waves is 
comparatively small,” the engineers 
were told. When on the other hand, 
we use high-angle radiation with short- 
waves we utilize a different form of 
wave propagation. These new tracks 
in the ether now are being explored, 

It will be many years, however, be- 
fore the short-wave technique is mas- 
tered. Then the short-wave lengths 
will give us an almost inexhaustible 
scale of lengths.” 

Discussing the successful scrambling 
and unscrambling of radio waves, Al- 
exanderson said that many experi- 
ments now were being conducted in 
this field. 

‘Signals from Europe are picked 
out of the ether in Maine, scrambled 
together and sent out by a single 
transmitter,” he said. “This compo- 
site signal is received on Long Island 
and unscrambled into other signals 
which are fed into the long-wave re- 
ceiving sets where they go through the 
usual process of detection and trans- 
mission to New York. The signals 
so reproduced are exact replicas of 
the original so that the operators in 
New York do not know whether they 
have received the original signals or 
the scrambled and unscrambled sig- 
nals by way of Maine.”

‘The crop is pointed to as a 
dependable cash crop and perhaps the 
best substitute vet found for cotton. 
Yields of two and three tons per acre 
may be obtained, cepending on the 
seasons. [f the year is wet a large 
yield will be obtained and if the sea- 
son is dry some fepper may still be 
grown, the crop thus acting as a sort 
of balance wheel in farming in this 
area 

In 1923 Butts county produced 133 
cars of pimiento peppers. The ecan- 
ning factory was established and op- 
crated here for the first time the past 
season. but owing te the dry summer 
and fall the crop fell short of that of 
925.

After every great war there comes 
a period of financial readjustment, 
during which the tax system, pushed 
to hitherto unknown heights on ac- 
count of the war emergency, must be 
stepped down to a péace basis.

It is con- 
ceivable that the combination of 
state and federal taxes nmiight take 
the entire estate. 
Too Much Red Tape. 

Unfortunately the story does not 
end even here. The laws of most of 
thé states are complicated in the ex- 
treme, impossible for the layman, 
and often difficult for the expert, to 
understand. The settlement of an 
estate requires the satisfaction of the 
officials of all states which may claim 
jurisdiction. The services of execu- 
tors, lawyers, and tax experts are 
required to a degree out of all pro- 
portion to the normal business of 
settling an estate. The cost of such 
services necessitated by the complica- 
tions of inheritance tax laws eats 
heavily into the estate, frequently 
taking more than the total amount of 
the taxes finally determined to be due. 
This is a burden which is often over- 
looked, since it brings no revenue into 
the treasury of any government. It 
is a dead loss and a heavy indictment 
against that system of taxation which 
unnecessarily inflicts it upon the tax- 
payer. 

Inheritance Tax History. 

Inheritance taxation is a compara- 
tively modern development in the 
world’s tax history. The first real 
steps in this field by the states of 
the United States were taken scarcely 
more than a generation ago. During 
the past 40 years, however, the devel- 
opment has been rapid and significant. 
State after state has fallen into line, 
till now only two fail to make use of 
this form ot taxation. By successive 
amendments to the statutes the basis 
of taxable property has been steadily 
broadened, the classification of heirs 
subject to taxation has been extended, 
rates have been increased and made 
more steeply progressive, and the ad- 
ministration of the laws has been re- 
fined and strengthened. The revenues 
obtained from the state inheritance 
taxes have shown a steady and rapid 
growth. The total thus obtained by 
all the states in 1902-3 is estimated 
at $8,352,000. In 1915, this total had 
grown to $29,000,000; it was $45,000,-

To those who are seeking measures 
for relieving the present intolerable 
sittation in the taxation of inheri- 
tance, it occurs at once that the withn- 
drawal of the federal government from 
the field would help grently. ‘The 
sacrifice to the federal government 
would not be extreme. As has been 
shown, the inheritance tax has never 
beeome established as a part of the 
normal revenue system of the United 
State government. Its present yield 
is large, more than 100 million dol- 
lars in each of the past-five years, but 
that is only about three per cent of 
the total ordinary receipts of the gov- 
ernment. In each of these five years, 
with the single exception of 1921, the 
government has had a surplus in ex- 
cess of the yield of the estate tax.

Not Even Fair War Tax. 


The common notion that the~ in- 
heritance tax is a good resource for 
war emergency is an error. The in- 
heritance tax has, as a matter of 
fact, never rendered any greut aid to 
the government in tinre of war. Its 
yield, during the Civil war and the 
Spanish war, never amounted to 1 
per cent of the total ordinary rey- 
enues of the government. Even duré 
ing the World war the best it did was 
to contribute 3.6 per cent in one 
year. On the side of justice the in- 
heritance tax is about the worst pos- 
sible form of emergency tax. <Any 
given citizen is likely to be subjected 
to the burden of the inheritance tax 
only a few times during his life. What 
could be more unjust than to impose 
a heavy tax upon A, who happens to 
inherit a bequest during the emerg- 
ency, while B, who inherited just be- 
fore,-and C+» whose bequest was re- 
ceived just after, the war, pay noth- 
ing? This is making contribution 
toward war cost depend on pure 
chance. The federal governinent should 
be urged frankly to give up the in- 
heritance tax for good and all, in 
war time as well as in peace. 

The withdrawal of the United 
States government would be a great 
help. But let nO one suppose that 
this alone would solve the problem. 
The mere withdrawal of the federal 
government would relieve somewhat, 
for the time being, the burden of in- 
heritance tax payments. But it is 
quite pessible that the states. re- 
lieved thus of pressure from above, 
might soon so increase their own ex- 
actions as to make the tax burden 
just as heavy as before. And, in 
anv case, there would remain all the 
duplications and complexities of the 
several state laws, which are the 
most serious part’ of the problem. 
There can be no real relief wntil there 
is a fundamental overhauling of the 
laws of the states, based upon sonnd 
economie principles and a real spirit 
of cooperation and fairness on the 
part of the states. Until the states 
rive some earnest of their purpose thus 
to proceed to put their own house in 
order, they are not in the best posi- 
tion to ask the federal government 
to give up all its rights in the field 
of inheritance taxation.

These little things about 
people are often the _ significant 
things, the human things, that bring 
us jnto a tore genuine human sym- 
pathy. To my mind it is the sheerest 
affectation to say, “I never gossip.” 
If it is true it would mean, “I am not 
interested in people.” 

But, of course, there is a distinction 
between legitimate conversation about 
our friends and that irresponsible talk 
which has caused so much hurt in the 
world. Where does legitimate gossip 
end? It ends where genuine kindli- 
ness and friendliness ends. One's atti- 
tude toward the person about whom 
he talks will usually determine his 
right to talk. Where one js careless 
and indifferent he is likely to be care- 
less about the truth of what he says, 
the impression he is making and the 
result of his testimony. ft is this 
carelessness of the good name, the 
usefulness and the happiness of others 
which has caused so many of the 
crimes of slander. Oftener than 
otherwise it is not a desire to hurt, 
but so often a desire to be interest- 
ing or witty—witty and Interesting at 
the expense of the reputation of an- 
other. I would that we could culti- 
vate a higher standard of wit and find 
some higher form of interest than the 
weaknesses and sins of those about us. 

“False Witness.” 

Of course one, when he does speak, 
should be careful to speak the truth, 
but we only have the right to tell the 
truth when the truth will help and not 
hurt. There are times when the had 
must be told concerning some person 
for the protection of society. Some- 
times people have a right to know 
that a certain man is bad. To allow 
him to pass as good is like passing a 
bad eoin. No doubt there are counnmr- 
feits in character in every town which 
are passing for good and onght to be 
branded as bad, But the truth should 
not always be spoken. It is so often 
only a partial truth and told under 
certain circumstances with a certain 
tone of the voice or expression of the 
face, it is as false as any lie in its 
impressjon. Often it is true that an 
act of some person told without the 
intimate circumstances surrounding 
it and without the motive which 
prompted it is eauivalent to false testi- 
mony. 

Yes. we. are al] at the mercy of our 
neighbors. They see and hear a good 
deal of our lives, but after all it is 
only a part. We must denend upon 
their kindliness, their justice, yes their 
love. One trembles often to think how 
easily he may he misinterpreted. He is 
rich, indeed, who can say, “I trust my 
neighbors.” Can your neighbors trust 
you? ‘Thou shalt love thy neigh- 
bor.” That does not necessarily mean 
that you must admire your neighbos 
or approve of all that your neighbor 
does. but it does mean that you ought 
to be anxious to help and not hurt 
your neighbér. Blessed jis the nian 
who is himself’a good neighbor, for he 
is very apt to have good neighbors. 


L love the word ‘‘neighbor.” It is} 
the old English “nigh-by.” It means 
one who lives near. It should mean 
a life thar is.near to my life. The 
word was made very beautiful in our 
southern life in the years gone by. 
Indeed, the story of the south of the: 
past was the story of its “‘neighbor- 
hoods” and the doings of those who 
lived “nigh-by.” It was the siory of 
the commerce of kindliness, the ex- 
change of needs and the mingling of 
ministries. It was the story of the 
community of interests, of hopes and 
affection. 

That was before we moved to the 
city. But, even here in the city, the 
principle is the same. Neighbors are 
not necessarily those who live next 
door, but those whose lives are near to 
us; those on whom we depend; those 
who depend upon us for health, help- 
fulness and bappiness. When we 
think of it we are surprised to recog- 
nize how much of one’s happiness does 
depend upon one’s neighbors. Whether 
we acknowledge it or not, one’s hap- 
piness and usefulness is very largely 
dependent upon the kimdliness and 
courtesy, the consideration and pa- 
tience, the justice and fairness of 
those whose lives teuch ours. 

Who Are Witnesses?. 

is an ancient prohibitjon, 
“Thou shalt not bear false witness 
agairst thy neighbor.” In a very real 
sense we are the witnesses of the lives 
of each other. This is because we do 
live so close to each other, and the 
nearer we live to one. another—the 
more intimately our lives touch—the 
more truly we become witnesses. 
Whether we jntend to or not, we see 
each other from our windows, and 
then out into the business or social 
life our paths cross and recross. As 
we meet we pause and talk tegether 
and as we do so we necessarily open 
the doors of our lives and let others 
in. 

We open the doors of our houses 
and invite people in. Sometimes it is 
just an invitation to the guest room, 
and then to others, who are more jnti- 
mate, we throw open all the doors of 
our home. Thus people become wit- 
nesses of a large part of the lives of 
each other; as we say in the south, 
“See a great deal of each other.’”’ Now 
it is from this standpoint 1 am think- 
ing of that ancient warning, “Thou 
shalt not bear false witnéss against 
thy neighbor.’’..Of course not, but is 
there not an even higher responsibjli- 
ty of trust and confidence? Thou shalt 
be a true witness in behalf of thy 
neighbor. Thou shalt be true to this 
sacred relationship; true tv the trust 
which each one of us must inevitably 
repose in each other.

(Matthew 27: 11-26)

The charge egainst Jesus was 
bronght by the Jewish Sanhedrim, of 
which the ruling high priest, Cata- 

phos, was president. The judges 
‘were also the accusers and, as might 
be expected in such a case. the ex- 
amipation was a mockery. ‘lie Sa- 
viour was charged with blaspuemy 
and condemned to death. As the Jews 
had no power totake life, the Sanhe- 
crim appealed to the civil authority 
for a decree of death.

The Power of Judges. 

In every Jand the judge's position 
ix regarded as one of the highest; he 
ix elected (or selected) because of his 
learning, character and probity. In 
this country the judge occupies the 
Lixbest of our governmental positicns, 
with the exeeption of the president; 
ithe tenure of federal judges jis for 
life instead of for four years and they 
have power to nullify, on consti 
tiynal grounds, a law enacted jointly 
by the president and congress. 

On great national policies. judges 
cannot be expected to be entirely tree 
from bias. which, even when uncon- 
scious, must nevertheless be taken into 
consideration. In 1S76, for instance, 
the five supreme court jucges on the 
electoral commission—the five having 
the longest service—voted an all legal 
questions according to their political 
bias: but as between individual liti- 
eants, the judges are, as a rule, im- 
partial. 

In our constitution, we separate the 
work of the accuser from the task of 
the judge, so that the latter will be as 


independent as possible, thus giving in! 
both civil ana criminal cases the maxi- | 
mum of protection to the parties be- | 


fore the court.

In the trial befcre the Sanhedrim, 
the accused had no protection what- 
ever. It weuld Rave been injustice 
enough to have had His accusers act 
as judges, but they were so intensely

LIBRARY LITERARY NOTES 


N apoleon—Poet 


BY CLYDE PETTUS, OF THE CARNEGIE LIBRARY 


The point of view of art is perhaps 
the only one from which it remains 
to consider the cureer of the greatest 
of generals. Or, since the publica- 
tion of the “Napoleon” of M. Elie 
Faure it is more nearly accurate to 
say that at length a presentation of 
the hero as artist has been added to 
the endless Mller; of his portraits 
as demigod and superman, invincible 
warrior and consummate yillian. For 
to literary admirers and _ detractors 
alike the tasecinat:on of the Corsican 
has proved irresistible. Historians 
and biographers can no more avoid 
his vicinity than the ancient high- 
ways of the continent their inevitable 
termination in the Eternal city. Ad- 
miring or condemning the one impos- 
sible thing is to ignore him. _ 

This addition to Napoleonic litera- 
ture is not a regathering and presen- 
tation from a sligntly different view- 
point of the facts cf his extraordinary 
life. M. Faure is less interested in 
facts than in a thecry. His biography 
is to that of the soul, to which the 
hends and the voice are important 
only as interpreiers. The facts of 
Napoleon’s career he takes for grant- 
ed, referring briefly to a campaign or 
a battle only when it serves to illu- 
mine the mental process behind it, It 
is with another Napleon that M. 
Faure is concerned-Napoleon, the 
artist. 

Takes Aesthetic Angle. 


Tt is natural that the author of an 
exhaustive history of art should ap- 
proach biograhpy from an aesthetic 
angle. The subject itself needs no 
explanation in the light of its peren- 
nial fascination for the man of letters 
no less than ihe man of action. Yet 
there is the thrill of the unexpected 
in finding that the Napoleon whom M 
Faure knows—an4d his fervid inter- 
pretation goes far toward inducing in 
the reader the same sense of under- 
standing—is himse!f to be included in 
the number of artists. This is M. 
Faure’s explanation of much that is 
indefensible. Proceeding from the 
premise of the ordinary person he 
admits all that Napoleon’s detractors 
have said. He was an assassin, he 
violated the law--he was 39 monster 
who deserved to be hanged } “from the 
moral point of view, he is indeed 
Anti-Christ.” But there is another 
side to the question less easily an- 


swered than that of morality. 

“From the point of view of art, 
everything Lecomes clear. He was 2) 
Poet of action. Jtis work as a whole 
is as astonishing as any ever con- 
ceived by an arrist. It is as de- 
cisive as any in the spiritual history 
of humanity: the most decisive, un- 
questionabiv since that of Christ. 

It is good to foliow in the track of | 
Ml. Faure’s enthusiesm, shacing one’s 
eves now and then from the too start- 
ling white light of his fervor. Un- 
hampered by the recounting of facts 
he rushes on to the more significant 
mental phenomena. Wars. battles.

The combatively inclin- 
el reader who would contest a con 
clusion is hurried breath'essly past 
the point of attack. Even those most 
eager to be convinced because of an 
unconfessed prediiection fird them- 
selves ont-distaneed by the swiftness 
of M. Faure’s pace.

free to any resident of the state of 
Georgia for the cost of traayportation. 
During 1924, 14,268 books were sent 
out from the commission's office in 
the state capitol in response to 4,117 
requests, [’stimating that each book 
was read by 7 people, which is a very 
low average as the records often show 
that one book has been read by 25 or 
o0 persons while in a community. 
100,000 people in Georgia wer served 
through this department during ‘the 
year, which means a great deal to 
the educational and cultural growth 
of our state. The classes of readers 
are very general as is shown by the 
following: 1,683 books went to \club 
women to help them in preparing club 
papers, programs, etc.; 3,588 books, 
to high school and college students for 
use in school work; books to 
teachers to aid them in their teaching 
and for professional study; 749 books 
to farmers, covering all agricultural 
subjects, poultry books being the most 
popular; 1,109 books to other libraries 
to supplement their collections; 1,043 
hooks to community and other organ 
izations for general reading, and 4,- 
905 books to individuals not included 
in the above groups. 

The increase in the work with the 
club’ women was most encouraging. 
In 1923 only 221 books were sent to 
club members for study purposes, and 
the 1,693 books in 1924 show that 
the clubs are beginning to make good 
use of the library commission. We are 
most anxious to render all possible 
service to the clubs at all times, as 
the very existence of the library com- 
mission is largely due to the untiring

activity of the club women of the 
state in striving for many years to se- 
cure the necessary appropriation to 
enable the department to function as 
it is now doing, and we wish to take 
this* opportunity to thank every club 
woman in the state who assisted last 
summer in the passage of our bill for 
an increased appropriation.

fered for obtaining reading matter, 
who had never been in touch with it 
before. 

The library commission maintains 
a complete list of all libraries in the 
state and endeavors to keep annual 
statistics of all libraries. For this pur- 
pose a report blank was rent out in 
December to 63 libraries in the state 
maintained by local clubs. as well as 
the 26 publie libraries. Of the cards 
sent to club libraries only 21 have been 
returned to date. It is very important 
that these cards be sent in, if 
library is to be recognized as a func- 
tioning Instytution and included in our 
annual report, as otherwise we have 
no opportunity of getting the neces- 
sary information to be recorded.

A pledge is a promise or guaran- 
tee. We have often wondered why 
some seemingly good people even in 
the day of national prohibition re- 
fuse to sign the total abstinence 
pledge, and have pondered their ex: 
cuses until it was apparent that their 
reasons were exactly the same. 

_Some will say, “I am for prohibi- 
tion and would like to be a@ member 
of the W. C. T. U., but I do not 
believe in signing a pledge.” Their 
acts do not conturm to that state- 
ment, for they will accept in writing 
invitations to social affairs—that is, 
promise (or pledge) their presence at 
a stated hour and place. They mail 
| orders for dry goods or groceries, or 
|an automobile, or close a deal for a 
farm in writing, promising (or pledg- 
ling) to pay for same.

How many 
times did you stand in a great assem- 
bly during the World war. with your 
eyes fixed on your county’s flag and 
patriotically saluted, stating, “I 
pledge allegiance to my flag.” Did 
that act create in you a desire to 
give aid and comfort to the enemies 
of your flag and country? 

a will not sign the pledge because 
[ might be embarrassed, or offend a 
hostess some time when wine or food 
flavored with alcohol might be 
served and I declined to partake.” In 
these days you are not expected to 
conform to out-of-date social customs. 
To serve outlawed liquors as a bev- 
erage or flavoring for food at social 
functions has not been “zood form”’ 
for some years past, and is “not being 
done in the best circles.” 

It is hard to believe that any self- 
respecting woman or man, in this en- 
lightened age when the average per- 
son knows what alcohol is and what 
it does and why it is prohibited, 
would stay out of.a meritorious or- 
ganization like the W. C. T. U.. and 
would stoop to violate the highest 
law of the land in order to serve 
a little poison to their guests. All 
who understand medical science agree 
that aleohol is a poison, and ordi- 
nary human observation proves it.

The best physi- 
cians and hospitals do not use liqnors 
even as a drug, since it has heen 
demonstrated to be -dangerous and 
unnecessary as a medicine. %

The unhappy, unemployed Gerard 
finds occasional relaxation in a wa- 
terfront bar kept by kind-hearted 
Mike Sullivan, who formerly sold 
cheap whisky made from “‘the distil- 
lation of corn, beetroots, old rags, 
barrel staves and dead cats.”” Now 
under prohibition he is supposed to

TUDENTS of meteorology re- 
gard most of the amateur at- 
tempts to forecast the weather 
as ridiculously foolish and 
futile. They say they have 

no scientific basis and are only super- 

Stittous relics of the primitive days 

when man had little if any knowledge 

of the way the forces of nature op- 
erate. 


As a shining example they point to 
the widespread belief that if the 
groundhog, emerging from his hole on 
the second day of February, sees his 
shadow, the winter is only half gone. 
They declare there is no ground what- 
ever for thinking that the sun’s shining 
or its failure to shine on Candlemas 
indication of what the 
weather is going to be for the next 
Six weeks. 

Nevertheless science assures us that 
there is no reason why everybody 
should be entirely dependent on the 
weather forecasts printed in the news- 
papers or broadcast by radio. There 
are easy ways by which anybody can 
predict with considerable accyracy 
what the weather is likely to be. 

lf, for example, on a summer 
morning you are anxious to know 
whether there is likelihood of a thun- 
derstorm. before the day is over, you 
can determine the matter pretty accu- 
tately without telephoning to the 
weather bureau if you will get a tum- 
bler of luke-warm water, a piece of 
ice and a-thermomeier Suitable for 
Stirring the water. 

The water should be in a shiny 
metal cup or a thin glass. Drop in the 
ice and stir with the thermometer until 
there is evidence of sweating on the 
outside of the glass or cup. The in- 
stant you notice that cold sweat, re- 
move the-thermometer from the water 
and read the temperature. 

If the thermometer registers a tem- 
perature of 65 degrees Fahrenheit it 


will mean that the air is full of 


moisture and that a storm is -very like- 
ly to occur. The higher the tempera- 
ture rises above 65 degrees the more 
likely the storm. | 

But if the temperature what 
stience calls the dewpoint temperature 


—shown by the thermometer is less 
than 65 degrees, it is an indication of 
a drier air and the storm is less hkely 
to occur.

For abundant short-lived rainfall and 
a greater number of days of sunshine, 
North America than takes the prize, 
Especially is this true of such relatively 
dry spots as Los Angeles and Salt Lake 
City. Along the eastern coast the nim- 
bus clouds when formed hold water in 
abundance and send it down unspar- 
ingly. 

All clouds are the blossoming tops 
of air columns, the shaggy chrysanthe- 
mums, the cotton balls or the gray 
heather that crown tall stems of aimos- 
phere. The drier the air, the higher wil 
these invisible shafts rise before coohng 
sufficiently to condense into clouds.

upon clouds that are opposite the sun 
in the sky, a morning rainbow can be 
seen only toward the west. Clouds in 
the west are generally a Sign of rain 
for the reason that the main storm 
centers almost always approach from 
that direction. ‘“‘Eastward the course 
of the weather makes its way.” 

A clear sky to the west, with the 
sun there unobscured, to cast this bow 
of colors on the clouds at the east, will 
give uS an evening rainbow. Clear in 
the west then, and cloudy to the east, 
means that the storm has passed and 
is moving on to the eastward. A pleas- 
ant evening is Itkely to follow. 

This march of the weather from 
west to east follows from the paths 
of the “‘highs’” and “lows” that are 
seen on the weather map. Such an 
area'of “high” pressure may extend 
for hundreds of miles; will travel at 
the rate of twenty miles an hour in 
summer, and is a dispenser of good 
weather. An area of ‘“‘low”’ pressure 
will on the other hand, be a harbinger 
of storms.

- Mind you, I don’t say he didn’t fall 
a little in love with Jocelyn—he could 
fall a little in love with almost any 
woman!

HE winter of 1919-20 found the

His work interested 
a wide circle of farmers, who bought 
up all the corn he had produced for 
seed.

Ford entered the Wellston consoli- 
dated school in 1921, 
his most active club work began. He 
has reorganized old clubs, re-erfrolled 
members year after year, and béen a 
leader in every branch of the, work, 
his fellow students and_ instructors 
say. But in spite of the fact he has 
had many irons in various fires, he 
never has neglected his own work, 
and his accomplishments have been 
more outstanding with each succeed- 
ing year. . His work has been entirely 
consistent, Guin said. It is not the 
harum-scarum, undirected effort of 
the’ boy who jumps into one task with 
a mountam-of enthusiasm, only to be 
side-tracked later by some new and 
more entrancing proposition. He has 
beem a leader among boys and girls, 
and among men. Often he has been 
called ‘into conferences by the county 
agent, and his shrewd understanding 
of ‘club work, or organization needs 
and-improvements has been a constant 
surprise to older men.

In the club- 
room of the school at Wellston, where 
farming in its various branches is 
taught, he takes a leading part. He 
has grown and developed and, while 
still young, he is little daunted by dis- 
couragement or reverses.

in all the world.’ 


«LONG with 50,000 of the men, 
women and children on their 
semi-annual Odyssey go some half a 
million cattle. The tribesmen live on 
the cattle and the cattle live on grass. 
Only during the winter months is 
there grazing on the scorching littoral 
of the Persian Gulf; and only in the 


summer months is there grass on the 


plateau country back of the Bakhtiari 
mountain range. Hence people and 
cattle have to move with the seasons. 
“When the Bakhtiaris knock down 
their black and orange and white 
tents to go in search of grass they pile 
‘heir household effects on the backs 
of their animals, and atop these car- 
goes ride the lambs, the calves and 
the chickens. Their women strap to 
‘heir backs their crude, wooden 
cradles, im which they carry their 
habies and their husbands’ guns. 


F an observer would get the epic 

quality of this mammoth migra- 
tion he should station himself beside 
4 stream—one of the torrential, 
‘nountain rivers. First the tribesmen 
make rafts underlaid with inflated 
voat skins and on these they entrust 
women and chcildren, the younger 
animals and their meager household 
effects. Then they drive their horses, 
cows and sheep into the swirling 
stre: a. The goats alone refuse to 
swim and, perhaps in return for the 
use of their dead’ comrades’ skins, 
cross on the rafts.
